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assumption that it is, this is lire levant to the present case since the teachings of Steinbaeh and 
Farringdon were not publicly available at the time the invention was made and thus do not 
constitute prior art with respect to § 103(a). 

In view of the ftragting, it la therefore respectfully believed that claims 7 and 3 ate fully 
patentable and that they should be allowed. 

The Applicant is hereby submitting new claims 25 and 26. Claim 25, which is a system claim, 
comprises all the limitation of claim 1 but also includes additional limitations. Claim 26, which 
is a method claim, comprises all the limitation of claim 12 but with additional limitations. 
C^™q 25 find 26 are fully supported by the description and no new matter is added
